Last October, when we received oijr annual copy of 
the Old Farmer’s Almanac, we spent considerable amount 
of time studjnng its various features. At the conclusion 
of this study we told vctu that: 'This would be an ex¬ 
tremely wet season" for the State of California, that ac¬ 
cording to the facts that we gathered this area would 
receive in the vicinity of over 23 inches of rain. 

We told you of heavy rains between December 19 and 
20. we had .55 of an inch. We again told you that we 
would have rain between December 25 and December 30, 
we had 2.44 Inches of rain. We also told you that accor¬ 
ding to information we would not have rain on January 
1 and 2 during the Rose Parade, we did not. We furtlier 
told you that on January 2 to 7th w’e would have hea\-y 
rains, we liad a total of 3.75 inches of rain. Again we 
told you that between January 9 and 11 we would have 
heavy rain, and we had an additional rainfall of 3.27 
inches, whkiii brings the rain up to 10.79 inches for the 
year, as of January 10. 

More rain is scheduled for January 23 to 29. The 
Almanac stated that (luring January we would have a 
total of 7.,5 Inches of rain and at this writing we have 
had 7.80 inches. 

The Almanac further states that February will bring 
an additional 4 inches around the 9 to 12, again on Feb¬ 
ruary 17 to 19, and small rainfall from February 25 to 28. 

A further report states that March should have alx>ut 
4 inches falling March 7 to 14 and again March 23 to 29. 

April will bring 3.5 inches additional falling April 
7 to 10; wit!' heavy rains April 11 through. 13, with light 
rains April 19 to 21. Again in May it is expected to bring 
an additional rainfall of 2 inches around May 4 to 6 and 
May 20 and 22, and this should end the rainfall for the 
spring season, with nothing recorded except .3 inches in 
August, September 1 inch and October 1.5 inches. Cut 
this article out and save it.

Bldg. Permits 
In S.M. Reach 
New Record 

Building Permits for the 
City of Sierra Madre reached 
an all-time high when the 
figures for December 1977 
were accumulated and re¬ 
ported to be $192,007 bring¬ 
ing the total for the year 
1977 to $3,634,413, it being 
$1,500,000 over the year 1976 
which ended up with a total 
of $2,113,362. New residential 
building in 1977 accounted 
for a total of $2,301,510,, 
while the year 1976 showed 
a total or $1,467,499 for resi¬ 
dential building. Non-resi¬ 
de,ntial showc?d $625,000 for 
1977 and zero for 1976. 

Other accumulated facts 
showed that Building and 
Plan Checks for the month 
of December were 12; exca¬ 
vations, 3; electrical. 17; me¬ 
chanical, 10; plumbing, 14. 
and sewers, 3. The total for 
fees for the year 1977 wa.« 
$31,895.73 as compared to the 
year 1976 total of $27,501.26. 

Business licenses for the 
month of December totaled 
293 for a fee return of 
$11,336, bringing the year’s 
total to $35,^8 03, as com¬ 
pared to the December 1976 
total of $10,901.20 and the 
year total of $24,282.03. 


George R .Reilly, member. 
State Board f>f Equalization, 
released recently the 98th 
Annual Report which cov¬ 
ers Board activities for tlie 
1976-77 fiscal year. 

More than ^.3 billion was 
collected for Califor n i a's 
state and local governments 
during the vear through tax 
programs administered by 
the board — an increase of 
SS36 milliO'n or 12.8 per cent 
over the preceding year. 

Reilly cited the report’s 
statement that the Board's 
operating costs averaged 74 
cents for every $100 of busi¬ 
ness taxes revenue collected. 

The board’s assessments of 
privately owned public utili¬ 
ties and railroads produced 
$678,396,000 in local property 
taxes. 

The report itemizes the 
sources Of state revenue as 
follows: State sales and use 
ta.xes, $4,314,200,593; Insur¬ 
ance gross premium tax, 
$322,475,675; Ci,garette tax, 
$269,381,4-12; Alcoholic bev¬ 
erage tax, $127,484,583; En¬ 
ergy resources surchar g e, 
$13,988,790; Private car tax. 
$7,372 611; Gasoline a.nd jet 
fuel tax, $748,737,746; Use 
fuel tax (primarily diesel). 
$61,583,281, for a total of 
$5,865,227,721. 

Reilly said that the board 
collected $5.5 billion in busi- 
,ness taxes for the state and 
$1.2 billion In sales and use 
taxes for the cities, counties, 
and local transit districts. 

Total budget requirements 
of California’s county gov¬ 
ernment increased 15.02 per 
cent for Fiscal Year 1977-78

San Francisco’s combined 
city - county budget Is net 
comparable and is not part 
of the report. 

Los Angel es County 
showed an Increase of $357.- 
843,529, amounting to 11.84 
per cent. The greatest per¬ 
centage of increase was 65.93 
percent in Alpine Cc'un.ty, 
and sharpest reduction was 
894 per cent in Humboldt 
Countv. 

Cory rvoted that since the 
fii'st .such report was pub¬ 
lished for Fiscal Year 1962- 
63, the 57-county budget to¬ 
tal has grown from $1.7 bil¬ 
lion to $8.86 billion and the 
per capita share has gone 
from $102 to $408. 

State and Federal subven- 
tiorks and shared revenues 
continue to meet a maj-o'.’ 
pertion of the counties’ bud¬ 
get requirements, and the re- 
pK,rt indicates relatively less 
rt'liance on 1977-78 property 
ta.x revenues even though 
proprerty tax levies generally 
increased. 

property tax levies for 
1977-73 total $2.67 billion and 
account for 30.18 per (?ervt of 
the budget requirements of 
the 57 counties. The 1976-77 
tax levies of $2.5 billion ac¬ 
counted for 32.46 p)er cent of 
the total budgets.

“That is why it is impera¬ 
tive the legislature create an 
insurance commission with 
representatives from the 
public — not just from tht 
industry. 

“I am sure the present In¬ 
surance commissioner is an 
honest and dedicated ma'ii. 
But one person shouldn’t 
have so much power to regu¬ 
late the pocket books of the 
motorists of California. 

“Of the 40 states surveyed, 
more Of the ones with the 
lowest premiums require 
insurance compianies to file 
‘ and receive approval from 
the Insurance commissioner 


before rates are increased. 
S.B. 1276 would require this 
in California. Presently, In¬ 
surance companies may In¬ 
crease premiums whenever 
they chose without j,ustiflca- 
tlcm. 

“The correct place for 
automobile Insurance reform 
to begin is with the Califor¬ 
nia Legislature. The bills 
pending before the legisla¬ 
ture will do the job. It Is my

Housing Starts Up 
For First 11 Mos, 

New housing -starts in 
Califonria increased in No¬ 
vember to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed annual rate of 217,- 
000, Bank of America report¬ 
ed recently. 

This rate was up 2.8 per 
cent frem the October rate 
of 211,000 units, but down 
4.4 per cent from the 227,000 
start for November 1976. 

For the first 11 months of 
1977, bank economists re¬ 
ported, actual housing starts 
in California totaled 233.000 
units, up 31 per cent from 
the same period a year age. 

An increase in building 
permits during Novemb e r 
also indicate.s an upturn in 
housing starts for the early 
months of 1978.

Q. — On April 19, 1976, our 
investmervt club purchased 
200 shares of Wang I^abora- 
lories for $3,426.22. The next 
rnenth, we received 50 shares 
of Wang Class B. On August 
1, 1977, the 50 shares of 
Class B was split to become 
100 shares and then on Au¬ 
gust 16, 1977, we received 
another 200 Class B for the 
common we held. That made 
a total of 200 common and 
300 Class B. 

On September 9, 1977, we 
sold the 300 Class B for $3,- 
128.82 and retained the com¬ 
mon. 

There is a difference of 
opinion in our club as to 
whethed the $3,128.82 is a 
.net profit or whether the to¬ 
tal shai'es can be combined 
to show an average as if it 
were all splits. We would ap¬ 
preciate your advice. 


A. — Actually while there 
may be .several ways of ap¬ 
portioning cost to ex t r a 
shares received from a cor¬ 
poration, the idea that the 
shares you received were 
completely free of cost and 
your sale is all profit is 
•never correct. 1 receive hun¬ 
dreds of letters from people 
who think stock shares re¬ 
ceived as a distribution whe¬ 
ther it be called a stock 
divideind, stock split, or dis¬ 
tribution or something else 
are free of cost and when 
sold the proceeds are always 
all profit. 

It is always necessary to 
apportion a cost of the shares 
you purchased to the new 
sliares you receive in the dis¬ 
tribution. In most cases, this 
is in direct proportion. If you 
receive one share for each 
four you held, then one

fourth of the cost of your 
old .shares gets allocated to 
your new shares and the cost 
of your old shares is re- 
duo^ by the .same amount. 

Sometimes complicating 
factors are involved and the 
corporation supplies you 
with a figure for allocating 
a part of the old cost to your 
new shares. This is what 
happened in this case. Since 
you obviously didn’t receive 
or keep the communication 
from the corpKjration, your 
best chance is to write the 
corporation or consult the 
publication of the Commerco 
Clearing Corporation which 
contains this information. If 
your local library doesn'* 
have it, your broker wall 
likely have access to a copy. 

Q. — I have a friend who 
seems to be well fixed but 
I can’t believe he has made 
all the money he says he 
has in stocks. He says that 
in the 1940’s, his club bought 
some Magnovox stock and 
that he bought a $1,000 
worth for himself which he 
sold in 1966 and made over 
$100,000 on his $1,000 invest¬ 
ment. And he says that 
doesn’t count the dividends 
he received. Could that pos¬ 
sibly be true? 

A. — Right at the moment 
I can only find records on 
Magnovox dating back to 
1952. But even that time 
frame indicates your friend 
is telling a true story and 
probably made more than he 
told you he did. One hun¬ 
dred shares of Magnovox 
could have been bought in 
1952 for $1,562.50. It was 
probably less in 1940. It split 
two for one in 1959, it split 
three for one in 1961 and it 
split two for one in 1966. 
Thos.? 1962 100 shares had 
bi'come 1,200 shares in 1966 
and that year the stock sold 
for $125 a share. The total 
value would have been $150, 
000. That’s one of the best 
investment club stories I’ve 
ever heard. As you may 
know, Magnovox is now a 
part pf North American Phil¬ 
lips Corporaiton.

Parents Urged 
To Set Policy 
For Homework 

Superintendent Ramon 
Cortines has asked all par¬ 
ents whose children attend 
Pasadena Unified Sch o .o 1 
District to establish a home¬ 
work policy at home as a 
New Year’s resolution. 

In a letter mailed to par¬ 
ents, Cortines said. "Without 
parental help our schools 
may have a homework as¬ 
signment policy but not 
necessarily a homework pro¬ 
duction policy. What counts 
is the work children actual¬ 
ly do at home after the as¬ 
signment is given.” 

Drawing on the district’s 
homework policy, he des¬ 
cribes as "reasonable” the 
following amounts of time 
that should be set aside for 
homework: 30 minutes per 
day in ’icindergarten through 
third grade, an hour a day 
in fourth through sixth 
grades, IH hours per day for 
seventh and eighth graders 
and two hours per day for 
ninth through 12th grades. 

In addition to the learning 
value of homework, the sup¬ 
erintendent says, it also 
leaches responsibility. 

A parent’s role, the letter 
states, should be to make 
sure children have a quiet, 
well-lit place to do home- 
wrok, and to be available to 
give assistance and to make 
sure the work is being dene. 

“If you have any questions 
about the assignment,” 'he 
urges, “it it’s unclear, or loo 
long or too short, do get in 
touch with the teacher or a 
school administrator.
